Who was the great genius,' for he 
most hare been such, ftrst to conceive 
and applj steam locomotion? Accord¬ 
ing to a drawing of one of the earliest 
•team locomotives, or, as It was desig¬ 
nated at that time, “high pressure tram 
engine,** Invented bj Richard Tre¬ 
vithick, which drawing was made In 
accordance with the testimony of Rees 
Jope*. who sided in the fitting, and 
William Richards, Its driver. It is prov- 
.sd to the satisfaction of historian* that 
to Trevithick Is doe the credit for the 
application of steam to locomotion. In 
this engine the exhausted steam w%» 
-discharged Into the chimney stack and 
the sheets were combined together. 
Underneath the drawing tt 1* stated 
that the engine was designated on the 
erlglpal plan, dated 1803, as *Tte 
TttfcicVa high pressure tram engine" 
and Was constructed partly In Corn¬ 
wall and partly at Pen-y-Darren works 
by Richard Trevithick, engineer for 
Samuel Horn fray, proprietor of the 
Pen y-Darren Iron works. 

The story la related as a historical 
fact that Merthyr Tudyvil. while die- 
cussing the principles and feasibility 
of locomotive steam engine power with 
Richard Craw shay of the Cyfarthfa 
Iron works, made a bet of 1,000 
guineas that he would convey by steam 
power a load of iron to the capital nav¬ 
igation house (nine miles distant) along 
the basin tram road, which by means 
©f[ this engine of the great Trevithick 
he afterward effected and won his 
wager, although the heavy gradients, 
sharp curves and frangible nature of 
the cast iron trackway operated against 
the return of this ingenious but rudely 
constructed machine with the empty 
trains; hence its discontinuance.—Rail¬ 
way World. 


TOUCHING FOR KING’S EVIL. 


Citnt mt tbe Cuton* In tk« 
iMBtk Cmitsry. 

Between the years 1891 and 1682 as 
many as 92,107 persons wsre touched 
for the king's evil. Bach of them re¬ 
ceived a gold coin, with a hole in it, 
which—the coin, not the hole—“was sus¬ 
pended from the neck by a ribbon.'* It 
became necessary to limit the number 
ef patients to be touched, and at last 
no person was allowed in the kiDg’s 
presence for that purpose who had not 
previously obtained a certificate from 
the minister of the parish in which he 
or she lived that he or she was suffer¬ 
ing from the disease. 

"Hambledon, Bucks, 1685, May 17. 
Mary Walllngton had a certificate to 
go before the king for a disease called 
the king's evil.*'—Parish Registers, 
Page 81, R. E. Chester Waters. 

From a proclamation Issued by 
Charles II., dated Jan. 9. 1683, appoint¬ 
ing the times at which the touch should 
be administered: 

“And ail such as shall hereafter come 
er repair to the coart for this purpose 
■ball bring with them certificates under 
the bands and seals of the parson, vic¬ 
ar or minister and of both or one of 
the churchwardens, testlfyng accord¬ 
ing to the tmththpt they have not at 
any time befoFe been touched by 
his majesty to the intent to be healed 
ef their disease And all ministers and 
churchwardens are hereby required to 
be very careful to examine Into the 
truth before they give such certificates 
and also to keep a register of ill cer¬ 
tificates they shall from time to time 
give.”—London Notes and Que-Iea. 


Sea Salt.
